The regulation is designed to 
provide a tighter check on defer- 


ments and to make certain that 


no man is occupationally deferred 
who is not clearly entitled to de- 
ferment.

If the non-father group is not 
sufficient to meet the total call, 
then the remainder of the calls, 
after using the non-father groups, 
are filled with fathers. This por- 
tion of the call is prorated among 
the local boards according to an 
accurate formula after giving 
each local board credit for the 
number of men previously fur- 
nished to the Armed Forces. 


_NON-FATHERS COME FIRST 


This plan is working simul- 
taneously in all] states of the na- 
tion and provides for the induc- 
tion of available non-fathers each 
month ahead of the induction of 
fathers. 

Class 3-A, in which most of 
the fathers were previously classi- 
fied, is being eliminated by the 
new regulations, and all regis- 
trants heretofore in 3-A will be 
reclassified and put in Class 1 un- 
less they qualify for other defer- 
ment groups, such as the occupa- 
tional classifications of 2-A and 
2-B. The Class 1 pool of fathers 
will then be used to complete calls 
where they cannot be filled by 
non-fathers, and such fathers will 
be called according to their order 
numbers. 

The new legislation also abol- 
ishes the nondeferrable list, and 
registrants who are in nondeferra- 
ble occupations will no longer be 
put at the head of the list of those

Classification policies concern- 
ing occupational classifications 
will be changed somewhat, and, 
with the elimination of Class 
3-A, all other things being equal, 
local boards will consider the oc- 
cupational claims of fathers who 
are engaged in war prvuduction or 
activities supporting the war ef- 
fort with a greater degree of lib- 
erality than those of non-fathers, 
particularly the single men in the 
younger age groups. 

Vigorous steps have already 
been taken to eliminate unauthor- 
ized deferments of government 
employes, which will soon be 
down to an irreducible minimum.

No Man Knows 

That story, quoting an unidentified Wash- 
ington “high authority,” and predicting that 
within the next 90 days American war casual- 
ties would be three times as great as all we 
have suffered, to date, in two years of war, 
is obviously predicated on sheer guesswork. 

For, regardless of military and naval plans, 
no man can tell what our casualties may be, 
under any circumstances. If, within the 90 
specified- days, the long-awaited invasion of 
Europe from the west comes there is no doubt 
casualties will be heavy. But to make definite 
prediction as to their totals is only sheerest 


| guesswork. 

Invasion of Europe across the English Chan- 
nel or the North Sea will be a far more diffi- 
cult undertaking than anything the war has 
_ yet produced. It will, in fact, be more difficult, 

even, than the Russian campaigns. For, after 
all, the Soviet armies never had to cross water 
20 miles wide at its narrowest, in the face of 
tremendous. defensive works. 


We may be sure, however, the invasién ad- 


venture will not be begun unless it holds good 
promise of being worth while, despite its cost 
in men and materiel, in the over-all war strat- 
egy. It might even be, in the military sense, 
worth while if it did not, at first, achieve the 
success we hope it.will. For, whatever the out- 
come, it must drain German strength from the 
Russian and Mediterranean fronts and thus 
give opportunity for our side to surge forward 
in those areas. 

When we do strike from the west, we are 
going to lose many men, the casualty lists will 
grow, fast. But to gay that our total losses by 
the coming of spring will be either less than, 
or more than, a half million, as did the un- 
named “authority” at Washington, is to tempt 
fate. 

Admiral Halsey predicted one year ago the 
war would be won and done with in 1943. This 
Christmastime he has learned greater wisdom 
and makes no predictions. 

It is time we all, “authorities” or not, learn- 
ed the same lesson. War is, by its very nature, 
unpredictable. We ‘can but trust that, our 
cause just, we shall, when the last shot is fired, 
have won the struggle.

Buried Treasure 

A film has been made depicting the enor- 
mous value of the ceramic industry to Georgia. 
It is titled, “Clay—Georgia’s Buried Treasure.” 
It has been prepared by the ceramics depart- 
ment at Georgia Tech and will have its pre- 
miere next week before the Georgia Engineer- 
ing Society. 

Clay, it may surprise some to know, is 
Georgia’s most valuable mineral. Georgia is the 
leading producer of Kaolin (white clay) in the 
United States and, for that matter, the largest 
in the world. We produce 80 per cent of the 
nation’s total output. 

The film is intended to stimulate interest 
in the ceramic possibilities of Georgia and to 
attract to the state some of the manufacturers 
of higher-grade products. Georgia Tech’s de- 
partment of ceramics is to be congratulated on 
this service to Georgia. 
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Who Will Command? 


While there has, as yet, been no official 
announcement as to who will be supreme com- 
mander of the Allied forces on the western 
invasion front—when it comes—the revelation 
that General George C. Marshall, United States 
Chief of Staff, has visited General Douglas 
MacArthur, commander in the Southwest 
Pacific, indicates that someone other than 
Marshall will probably be the invasion head. 

There is every ground for belief that the 
long-awaited “second front” invasion will 
come before very long. It will, almost certain- 
ly, be delayed no later than the coming spring. 
If Marshall was to be in command he would, 
most assuredly, be in England, devoting all his 
energies to development of the strategy and 
the detailed plans for the invasion, instead of 
conferring with MacArthur in an entirely dif- 
ferent theater of war. : 

Recent rumors that General Ike Eisenhower 
may be the invasion commander have a certain 
amount of logic to support them, However, it 
is not yet certain even, that an American will 
be the top man in the invasion command. It is 
quite possible a British general may be chosen. 

Whether .merican or British leads, how- 
ever, it is important that, when the heavy toll 
of invasion reflects in the casualty lists, that 
we do not voice dissatisfaction with the com- 
mand, if British. Nor should we, if the in- 
vasion succeeds, be too nationalistic in our 
acclaim if it happens ‘that an American was 
in command. 

Whatever the command, whatever the out- 
come, it will be wise to remember that the 
invasion forces will contain English, Canadian, 
American and other national representatives. 
Even as in Tunisia, Sicily and Italy, it will be 
next to impossible to differentiate between the 
mingled troops of various United Nations 
armies, whether to praise or to blame. 

There will be honor and glory enough for 
all and there will be no proper excuse for 
jealousy between individuals or allies. 


Lights on the Farm 

Judge Ogden Persons, the sage of Monroe 
county, has a new slant on the benefits of rural 
electrification. 

Speaking at Barnesville at the annual meet- 
ing of the Lamar Electric Membership Corpora- 
tion, Judge Persons praised the national rural 
electrification associations which now provide 
lights and power to over a million American 
farms. 

Such an improvement in rural areas is a 
distinct .contribution to the prevention of 
juvenile delinquency, Judge Persons told mem- 
bers of the association who gathered to. hear 
the report of the condition and progress of 
the facility. ‘ 

There is, of course, much truth in what the 
judge had to say. Adequate lighting and mod- 
ern electrical conveniences serve to make home 
life on the farm attractive to rural youth with 
the obvious result that fewer go to the city and 
trouble. S 


Nazi Illogic 

According to the Berlin radio and other 
sources of information, the Germans are now 
planning to stage trials and executions of 
British and American airmen now prisoners of 
war in Naziland. This will be, if it occurs, 
alleged retaliation for the executions, at Khar- 
kov, of three German officers, self-confessed 
butchers of helpless Russian children. 

The threat of retaliatory executions is 
typical of the Nazi brand of illogic. It is one 
more illustration of the necessity of teaching 
Germany a bitter lesson she can never forget 
and of re-educating the German people into 
decent manners of thought if the world is 
to be able to live with them in the future, 

‘The Germans started the practice of bomb- 
ing undefended cities and towns. They were 
the first to use airplanes to pour machinegun 
bullets into crowds of unarmed, fleeing civilian 
refugees. 

Now, when the war has reached the stage 
where it is.-German cities which feel the im- 
pact of the bombs, they loudly scream of 
“terror raids,” and call the Allied Air Forces 
“gangs of murderers.” 

Three German officers who confessed they 
turned machineguns upon a crowd of Russian 
children at Kharkov and slew them all—sixty 
was the count—have properly been tried and 
executed for their vile crime. 

And the Nazi mind compares this atrocity 
with the deeds of Allied airmen who have 
acted only in full accord with the principles 
of modern war and who are nothing but 
honorable prisoners of war. 

Truly it is difficult for sensible people to 
understand the madness which has infected 
Nazi Germany.

AIR-SEA RESCUE He signed the letter, “R. Fauchon, H. M. S. 
Fervent.” He said, in part, “I am sure 
that you will be pleased to know that customers are scarce these 
days. Any time any of your acquaintances hap- 
pen to be here they’ll always be welcome. The 

jar is always full.” 

I took the. letter and remembered: 

A gray, rainy day at a port town on the 
English channel. The date early August of last 
summer. There was a misting rain falling. It 
was cold outside. 

We were sitting around the boathouse. The 
channel waters slapped against it with regular 
monotony. In the boathouse the air was heavy 
with heat and tobacco smoke. 

A lively little’ man at the telephone an- 
swered its ring. His face lighted. He listened, 
scrawling down the message. 

“Get going,” he said, hanging up. “They’ve 
seen something in the channel.” He handed the 
message to Sergeant Fauchon. 

“Come on,” he said, 

We hurried out into the rain and cold, jumping from the dock 
to the deck of one of the fast rescue boats that go out into the 
channel to pick up fliers shot down in combat or those whose 
ships fail them coming back from combat over Germany. (In one 
12-hour period I recall they picked up 51 fliers out of the channel.

Inside the harbor it was fairly calm, but now the boat was run- 
ning at full speed and we struck the open water of the channel. 
The boat hit hard and then went on, a great rush of spray coming 
back on it. Then she steadied and seemed to skim the tops of 
the big waves, spray and rain hitting us in the face with a force 
which was: painful and hard to take. 

“Mines?” I asked of the rear gunner. 

“We don’t draw enough water,” he said. “Go right over them.” 

I nodded. We went on—fast, the gunners searching the sky. 

“Sometimes they come down out of the mist and strafe you,” 


he said. 

“A DINGHY” We fled across that restless water until, finally, 
we were alone on it. The land was gone. Again 

I put my mouth close to the gunner’s ear. 

“What are we going after? A flier?” 

“There’s a dinghy out there. Don’t know what’s on it,” he said. 

I nodded. The boat seemed to go faster. I hung onto the greasy 
brass handle. My shoes were soaked. The bottom of each pants 
er soaked and felt cold as they whipped against the legs and 
ankles. 

It should have seemed lonely. There was just us, the boat, with 
its crew and the gunners looking into the sky. Now and then a 
gull flew by and did maneuvers about us. That was all. 

But it was not lonely. The boat made a thunder. It crashed 
into the waves with a coughing, smacking sound.

THE POETRY OF CHURCHILL The speeches of Winston 


Churchill have been classic 
contributions to the literature of this war. We have all realized 
that as we have heard them hy radio or read them in our papers. 

The British Information Services, at New York City, have just 
a issued a booklet containing excerpts from 
Churchill’s speeches made during the four years 
Britain has been at war. The manner, the ty- 
pography, of this presentation, makes the reader 
realize that not only are they great speeches, but 
they also contain the elements of classic poetry. 
The rhythm of his words, the choice of those 
words, is remindful many times of the art of 
Shakespeare. 

They say Churchill spends all his waking 
moments, for days before he makes a speech, in 
searching for the exact word, the correct turn 
of phrase, to express just what he wants to say. 
They say he is apt to call for a stenographer to 
take his dictation at any moment when the 
words he seeks come to his mind. 

And, reading these excerpts from those 
speeches, you see why all that care and effort 

2 is worth while. If these don’t live as long as 
men speak the English tongue, it will be because appreciation of 
blank verse, of poetic prose, is dead. 

Read these lines from the speech he made to the men of the 
warships Exeter and Ajax after their victory over the German 
battleship the. Graf Spee: 


But it is not only in those few glittering, 
deadly hours of action, which rivet all eyes, 
that the strain falls upon the Navy, 

Far more does it fall in the weeks and months 
of ceaseless trial and vigilance 

on cold, dark, stormy seas 

from whose waves at any moment 

death and destruction 

may leap with sullen roar, 


AFTER FRANCE FELL The darkest hours in British history 


were those first weeks, and months, 
after the capitulation of France, in June, 1940. England was ex- 
pecting invasion at any moment and practically all she had to meet 
it with was courage and bare breasts. 
In a broadcast made three weeks after the French surrender, 
Churchill said: 


But all depends now upon the whole life-strength 
of the British race in every part of the world 
and of all our associated peoples 

and of all our well-wishers in every land, 

doing their utmost night and day, 

giving all, daring all, enduring all— 

to the utmost—to the end. 

This is no war of chieftains or of princes, 

of dynasties or national ambition; 

it is a war of peoples and of causes, 


A couple of weeks before that broadcast, Churchill spoke be- 
fore the House of Commons. Were ever finer words voiced than 


these: 


Let us, therefore, brace ourselves to our duty 
and so bear ourselves 

that, if the British Commonwealth and Empire 
lasts for a thousand years; 

men will say, 

“This was their finest hour.” 


And there is, to close this column, that famous speech, the first 
he made before commons, on May 13, 1940, after he had been made 
Prime Minister. It is the most famous of all: 


I have nothing to offer but 

blood, toil, tears, and sweat... 

You ask, what is our policy? I will say: 

It is to wage war, by sea, land and air, 

with all our might and with all the strength 
that God can give us; 

to wage war against a monstrous tyranny, 

never surpassed in the dark, lamentable catalogue 
of human crime. That is our policy. 

You ask, what is our aim? I can answer in one word: 
It is Victory, victory at all costs, 

victory in spite of all terror, 

victory, however long and hard the road may be; 
for without victory, there is no survival.

ing customers an occasional drink 
on the house suggests another re- 
form which I commend to the 
hotel and restaurant trades with 
no confidence, however, that they 
will take my sound and well- 
meant advice. 

There never was any reason 
why the saloonkeeper should take 
his turn with the customers, and 
I may say too, that that which 
they have decided to suspend for 
the duration, or until liquor be- 
comes more plentiful, was no 
longer a custom or even a caprice 


in most places but just a linger- 
ing superstition. On the other 
hand there has never been any 
reason why the customer should 
be expected to pay the wages of 
the help in hotels and eating 
places. It is a miserable custom 
and a mean form of moochery 
which puts the bellhop, waiter 
and chambermaid in _ constant 
doubt, and the customer in the 
position of a philanthropist but 
leaves out of the equation the em- 
ployer, often a soulless corpora- 
tion, who thus, by the operation 
of an old European tradition, re- 
ceives, in the course of a year, the 
benefit of an important amount 
of charity but maintains a pre- 
tense of aristocratic disinterest, 


After all, it is not the worker 
but the employer who actually re- 
ceives the tip because he reckons 
the tips as a perquisite of the job 
in hiring his help and keeps the 
wages down accordingly. Nor is 
it true that they reduce their 
prices to the public accordingly, 
for the tipping custom has al- 
ways been based on an under- 
standing that it was, theoretically, 
voluntary and on that we may 
assume that the rates for quarters 
and food are sufficient to permit 
them to carry their own respon- 
sibilities, as employers in other 
lines do. 


I am not one of 
— those who  be- 
; lieve the tip de- 
cpreaing grades the recip- 
ient, holding instead, that the cus- 
tom has lived so long that the tip 
is regarded as the servant’s due 
for services performed. It should, 
however, degrade the individual 
or institution which in the long 
run gets the benefit. 


I dare say that a hotel or res- 
taurant man who buys a suit of 
clothes does not add 10 per cent 
to the cost and give it to the em- 
ploye who serves him, and would 
raise an indignant holler if he 
were asked to give tithes on his 
own rent and on all purchases in 
the stores, as, in justice, he should 
do to round out the situation. He 
pays what he owes for the article 
and no more but, in his own busi- 
ness, blandly underpays his work- 
ers on the assumption that his 
clients will feel sorry for them, 
not angry at him, and assume an 
obligation which he has deliber- 
ately shirked.

discussed before, always without 
results,-but the present is an op- 
portune time to think it over 
again because the hotels all over 
the country are fat cats, many of 
them turning away business, and 
many of the clients are fighting 
men who find it hard enough to 
pay the high rates on their low 
wages, without being expected to 
help the employer with a free 
contribution to his operation 
costs. The same is true of the res- 
taurant trade, and it might be 
added, of the pullman service 
whose rates are fixed by law and 
is thus in a position to abolish or 
inveigh against tipping and obtain 
any adjustment of rates that might 
be necessary on the evidence of 
its books. As to most of the 
traveling public it would not be 
necessary to inveigh very hard 
because Pullman is a national in- 
stitution whose customers have a 
feeling that, on a comparison of 
its own wealth to theirs, the idea 
of charity from them to the com- 
pany is a little grotesque. I under- 
stand that Pullman has seriously 
considered the abolition of the 
tip system from time to time, but 
has been dissuaded in the belief 
that the customers would tip any- 
way from force of habit. That 
may be true to some extent, but 
only because the people in all 
their dealings with those who give 


personal service, such as waiters, 


bellhops, porters and barbers have 
been trained to understand. that 
unless they do make gifts of 
money to such workers they de- 
prive them of their living, which 
nevertheless should be included 
in the bill and, judging by the 
prices of the present hour, very 
likely are included although not 
delivered,

WASHINGTON PARADE

FIRST DECLARATION FRUITS WASHINGTON, Dec. 23— 


world has now wit 
nessed the first fruits of the Moscow declaration that all war crimi- 
nals are to be brought back to the scenes of their crimes and 
there put on trial for their sins against humanity. 

From gallows in the market square of Khar- 
kov this week there dangled the bodies of three 
Germans and a Russian—first of the war guilty 
to be convicted in public trials and executed. 

The charge lodged against them was that they 
had participated in the commission of atrocities 
against the Russian people during the period 
when the city was occupied by German forces, 

We do not know what effect, if any, the sen- 
tence will have on the Nazis and their Quisling 
followers, but it must have caused cold shivers 
to creep up the spines of Hitler, Mussolini and 
the boasting, deceitful Tojo, who are the main 
three Axis principals at whom the Moscow dec- 
laration was aimed. 

What happened at Kharkov should be ample 
evidence of the determination of the Allies to 
bring the war criminals to book. There will be 
no letting them off this time as followed after 

the last World War. 

A higher order of justice has been proclaimed and is to be 
brought into play. It is a justice which says, in effect, that capital 
crimes punishable by death, when committed by individuals, shall 
lose none of their offensiveness when committed by the heads of 
state in the prosecution of war. 


UNPRECEDENTED SEVERITY Never before have civilized 


nations united in a common 
declaration for dealing so severely with war criminals. Always be- 
fore they have been allowed to escape with their necks. The pages 
of history are filled with the bloody deeds of warmongering ag- 
gressors who, after spending the lives of countless men and innbd- 
cent victims, were allowed to go free and never brought to account 
for their infamous crimes. 

Napoleon, one of the most bloodthirsty of them all, was ban- 
ished to a life of exile at Elba and then St. Helena, but no serious 
effort was ever made to make him pay the true penalty for his 
crimes. 

Caesar, the early Roman dictator who cut as much of a swath 
in his day as Hitler is trying to do now, died from an assassin’s 
knife, and not from any judgment passed upon him by the many 
peoples he outraged. 

Other world conquerors and their imitators have been allowed 
to die peaceful deaths, or at least to die without any violence 
arising from state-imposed retributive justice. That was true of 
Alexander the Great, of Atilla the Hun, of Ghengis Khan, and all 
the others, big and little, including the Kaiser, who have written 
their records in human blood. 

The Moscow declaration resolved that we are never to tolerate 
such an ommission of justice again. The war guilty are to be de- 
livered back to those they have persecuted and their victims are 
to judge them and pass sentence. Kharkov saw the first appli- 
cation of this new principle. 


If prosecuted vigorously, it cannot but have a beneficial effect 
on the future of mankind. Civilization has apparently not yet 
reached the point of development where wars can be totally elim- 
inated. Nations, like individuals, will continue to become embroiled 
in disputes which will lead to armed clashes. 

But it will soften the burdens of war if the leading civilized 
nations apply the same standards of conduct to the heads of states 
as are now applied to individuals within the state. In other words, 
an aggressor who is responsible for the bloodshed of innocent vic- 
tims, who violates his neighbor’s borders in disregard of the ac- 
cepted concepts of morality, and who orders the commission of 
atrocities on helpless people, shall be judged the same way as a 
common murderer, 


PREVENT FUTURE HITLERS That will serve to restrain 


the future Hitlers who would 
run roughshod over smaller nations; the Mussolinis who, unpro- 
voked, would slaughter thousands of defenseless Ethiopians, and 
the Tojos who order the execution of pilots in contravention of 
all the rules of war. 

If we go forward with our determination to hang the last one 
of the war criminals, that will be sufficient notice to others of their 
ilk in the future that a similar fate awaits them when they de- 
viate from the set standards of decent people. 

The Kharkov hangings may have the effect of prolonging the 
war, since Hitler and Tojo and all of their bloody satellites are put 
on notice of what is to happen to them and hence may be ex- 
pected to fight on to the bitter end. But they are also designed 
to have a softening effect on the conduct of the Nazis and the Japs 
in relation to the oppressed peoples whose destinies they now direct. 

The people of the occupied countries of Europe and Asia are 
certain to feel this effect. Because, as the Kharkov trials showed, 
no Nazi or Jap will be able to escape the consequences of his act 
by attempting to put the onus of his crime on his governmental 
superiors who may have ordered the atrocities committed. Each 
man is to be held responsible for his own deeds, which is as it 
should be, ,

very fact of our victory would 
lose every popular base. It was 
not political brillance to alienate 
both de Gaulle and Giraud, yet 
it lay in the nature of our -policy 
that this would happen. 
FRENCH POLICY SYMBOLIC 

_ French policy is only a 
symbol of what we have done 
elsewhere. We have backed King 
Peter and his Jugoslav gover - 
ment in exile. Yet, it should have 
been apparent to anyone who 
understood Jugoslav politics that 
King Peter would either have to 
reverse his father’s internal . poli- 
cies or lose his throne in a demo- 
cratic victory. 

The fundamental issue which 
has disturbed Jugoslavia since the 
creation of the kingdom has been 
tne nationality problem. The fed- 
eral democratic solution—original- 
ly promised by the dominant 
Serbs—was later rescinded in 
favor of authoritarianism and cen- 
tralization. Serbs, Croats and 
Slovenes are nations with pro- 
foundly different cultural inheri- 
tances. Serbia is Greek-Orthodox;: 
— and Slovenia are Cath- 
olic. 

Serbia lived for centuries under 
the Ottoman empire and retained 
many oriental political practices. 
Croatia and Slovenia were part 
of the western-European Austro- 
Hungarian empire. The very as- 
pect of the cities and countryside 
and the way of life of the people 
is different. Yet, the majority of 
all South Slavs wish to live in a 
South Slav state; the Croats and 
Slovenes fought for it in the Aus- 
trian monarchy. But they did not 
and do not wish to live under 
centralized Serbian rule, in many 
respects backward compared to 
previous Hapsburg rule. 

Therefore. we should have in- 
sisted that King’ Peter and his ad- 
visers renounce the old pan-Serb 
policy, We did not, and actually 
Peter became more stubborn than 
his father. 

Peter and his clique, wishing to 
maintain this unpopular policy, 
were forced to be authoritarian, 
to discourage all popular move- 
ments, and thus create the coun- 
ter-movement under Tito. A Tito

was bound to emerge, to rally the 
people, not around Communism, 
but around federalism and de- 
mocracy. Communism is no issue 
in a country which is natively 
neither capitalist nor proletarian. 
The Jugoslav capitalists were 
previously French and are now 
German, which suffices for any 
Jugoslav nationalist to be anti- 
capitalist. But Jugoslavs are not 
great landowners—they are smal! 
peasants. 

Tito’s domestic opponent is not 
capitalism, but a politica and 
military Serbian monopoly. Tito 
cannot base his power on a non- 
existing proletariat, nor win fol- 
lowers by preaching the expro- 
priation of peasant proprietors. So 
he took in all parties, reached out 
to the deeply popular churches, 
Catholic and Orthodox, proclaim- 
ed the principle of equality for 
all nationalities in the new Jugo- 
slavia and won a popular follow- 
ing that we now are forced to 
recognize, even if it is unpleasant 
for King Peter. 

But the Russians correctly esti- 
mated the popular forces in the 
first place. 

THE CZECH TREATY 

Czecho-Slovakia has now con- 
cluded a treaty of alliance with 
Russia after we had opposed it 
for months. The treaty will great- 
ly raise the prestige of Mr. Benes 
in his own country. After the ex- 
perience of Munich the Czechs 
dare not entrust their future se- 
curity to the Ango-American pow- 
ers. Geography is against that so- 
lution. But it is unfortunate that 
we must again accept the triumph 
of something we opposed. 

General Smut’s speech will 
hardly be popular with French- 
men, Italians and, later on, Ger- 
mans. Again, it may be the Rus- 
sians and not we who offer a hope 
of life to the larger European na- 
tions, including, when the time 
comes, their present enemie:. 


Thus, if eventually Russia domi-| 


nates the continent of Europe, it 
will be because of what we have 
failed to do. At the beginning of 
the war it was we, and not Rus- 
sia, who were popular in Europe 
even as far east as Jugoslavia. If 
that situation is changing, it is the 
fault of our policy or lack of it.

If one man is guilty of accepting a bribe, another must be guilty 
of giving it, but the man accused of giving it was not convicted. 

The government’s chief prosecutor made the fatal blunder of 
assuming too much, Since the story of the secretary’s crime and 
trial and conviction had made headlines for months, the prosecutor 
assumed that every literate person in America knew the whole 
foul story, as he did. So he introduced no evidence to show the 
jury what had happened, and most of the jurymen never under- 
stood what the trial was about. : 


When it was finished, and they had given their incredible ver- 
dict, some of them explained their failure to convict. They told 
reporters they had read none of the newspaper stories about the 
secretary's crime and didn’t know he had accepted a bribe from 
anybody. And the prosecutor had failed to enlighten them. 

Mr. Roosevelt has made a similar mistake. Devoting all of his 
energies to the prosecution of the war, and trusting the home front 
to care for itself, he has failed to teach the people what we are 
fighting for and what we are fighting against. Doubtless he takes 
it for granted that everybody knows. If he does, he is wrong. 

Cecil Brown recently made a tour of the country, interviewing 
people of all kinds and classes, in big cities and small towns and 
on farms, and found nobody anywhere who could correctly define 
Fascism—the thing we are supposed to be fighting. Now, Mr.-Brown 
is an alarmist, and the fact that people cannot define Fascism is not 
as sinister as he thinks it is. The same people would have failed 
to define democracy, freedom, character or love. Mr. Brown him- 
self would have'trouble doing it. We know many things we can’t 
put into words. 

But there is very grave danger in the fact that few civilians 
or soldiers know what we are fighting for or what we are fighting 
against. 

People rejected the League of Nations because they had been 
tricked and misinformed, and we can lose the peace this time 
unless people understand, 

The President's propagandists should take nothing for granted, 
but teach and teach and teach the simple, elemental facts until 
everybody in America knows our danger as he knows his most 
private affairs.

a slogan and replace it with “Win the War” 


Immediately, Harrison E. Spang- 
ler, chairman of the Republican 
national committee, saw in the 
suggestion an effort by the chief 
executive to unburden himself of 
a “political load” while running 
for a fourth term. 


Senator O’Mahoney, Democrat, 
Wyoming, said it was a good idea 
to scrap the term because condi- 
tions are different now and the 
“battle conducted under the New 
Deal banner” has long since been 
won, 

Presidential Secretary Stephen 
Early, in response to a question at 
his daily news conference, con- 
firmed that the President had told 
a Cleveland newspaperman last 
Tuesday that “New Deal” is out- 
moded and the phrase “win the 
war” or a like term should be 
substituted. 

Early said the remark was made 
to Dilworth Lupton, of the Cleve- 
land Press, a visiting newsman 
who remained behind after last 
Tuesday’s news conference and 
was introduced to the President by 
Ned Brooks, of the Cleveland 
paper’s Washington bureau. 

The secretary would not elab- 
orate except to say that Lupton 
came forward for a handshake and 
chatted less than a minute. For 
himself, Early commented that’ the 
phrase “New Deal” was born back 
in the 1932 economic emergency 
and “it’s now 1943.” 

President .Roosevelt used the 
term in his first acceptance speech 
July 2, 1932, for which he flew to 
the Chicago Democratic. conven- 
tion. In concluding that address, 
ihe said: 

“I pledge you- 
—to a new deal for 
people.” 

Later, in the same campaign, 
Mr. Roosevelt declared October 20, 
1932, at Indianapolis: “It is my 
belief that this campaign marks 
the beginning of a new deal in 
American politics, and in the con- 
duct of American government.” 

The Democratic national com- 
mittee would not comment on 
Early’s disclosure, although one 
officer there expressed the belief 
the President’s remark was not in- 
tended for publication. 

Republican Chairman Spangler, 
however, issued this formal state- 
ment: ; 

“Can the leopard change his 
spots? Evidently Mr. Roosevelt 
thinks so when he tells the press 
that he wants to get away from 
the tattered emblem ‘New Deal.’ 

“We have great sympathy for 
/him in his desire to forget the rec- 
ord of his administration for the 
‘past 11 years. It is quite a polliti- 
cal load for him to carry as he 
and his palace guard feverishly 
conduct their campaign for four 
more years in office.”

The Germans have fortified nu- 
merous villages in the area south 
to Vitebsk and have taken advan- 
tage of a range of chalkstone cliffs 
and sand hills for building defense 
points. 

Cassino, major highway and rail 
junction guarding a wide valley 
70 miles from Rome, now was 
within Allied artillery range from 
the southeast, east and northeast. 
American forces driving up the 
Liri valley from the southeast 
were still cleaning out nests of 
bitterly resisting Germans on the 
outskirts of San Vittore, six miles 
from Cassino. 


STREET CLASHES 

Canadian tanks and infantry, 
after three days of house-to-house 
fighting, cleared the Nazis from 
all but the northwestern corner 
of the ancient cathedral town of 
Ortona on the Adriatic coast. 

The Germans, defending this 
fortress with a fury commensur- 
ate with its importance to their 
winter line, even used parachute 
troops as infantry to battle the 
Canadians through its streets. 
Many Nazis died at their posts 
rather than retreat. With Ortona’s 
fall, the Canadians were expect- 
ed to cover the remaining 11 miles 
into the port of Pescara in a mat- 
ter of days, rather than the weeks 
it took them to solve Ortona’s 
elaborate defenses. 

Inland from Ortona, Eighth 
Army troops continued to drive 
north from the Ortona-Orsogna 
road toward the provincial capi- 
tal of Chieti, approximately a 
dozen miles distant. Every ridge 
represented a hard struggle, and 
the fortified village of Ariella, 
eight miles inland from Ortona, 
promised to be another major bar- 
rier. Here, as elsewhere, the Nazis 
were prepared to exact a price 
for every house and heap of 
stones. : 

TITO PUSHES ON 

The Yugoslav Partisan army of 
Marshal Josip Broz (Tito) an- 
nounced it was maintaining its 
general offensive across Croatia 
and Bosnia against a strong army 
of German and satellite troops. 

While his ministers struggled 
for political control in the strife- 
ridden country, Tito, now a full 
Allied commander in close touch 
with American, British and Rus- 
sian military missions, announced 
these principal gains ir his new 
thrusts: 

Advances in heavy fighting in 
the bloodly contested Croat prov- 
ince of Baniya, with the Yugoslavs 
cutting a subsidiary railroad lead- 
ing to the main Sarajevo-Mostar 
ine. 

Recapture in‘ Bosnia and the 
Bosnia-Rencegovina frontier areas 
of a number of towns and settle- 
ments. 

This battle action, a process of 
attrition tirelessly grinding away 
a major German expeditionary 
force already a dozen times re- 
plenished and _ reinforced, pro- 
ceeded outside the atmosphere of 
one of the bitterest political quar- 
rels ever to grip the country.

Dietze added that “Anglo-Ameri-

His reference to “Murder, In- 
corporated” was reference to a 
German press campaign against 
several American fliers captured 
November 20 in a raid on Bremen 
and said to have those words on 
their uniforms. 

It was explained in London that 
if the planes and crews actually 
did bear such names it would in- 
dicate nothing more than the flip- 
pancy of young soldiers who in 
the same vein have given their 
planes such American slang names 
as “Boomtown” and “Susie Q.” 

President Roosevelt announced 
last April 21 that Germany’s Axis 
partner, Japan, had executed some 
members of the American armed 
forces who fell into Japanese 
hands during the Doolittle air raid 
on war plants in Tokyo and four 
— Japanese cities on April 18, 
1942. 

In his statement the President 
said the American government 
would hold officers of the Japa- 
nese government who participated 
in the executions personally and 
officially responsible.

AT YOUR ‘OPEN HOUSE’ | 


Serve Traditional Favorites 


By Sally Saver. 


It’s an old southern custom, 
that of holding “open house” on 
Christmas Day, but the custom 
is observed almost all over the 
world in some form, and had its 
origin with the ancient Saxons. 


The “open house” began before 
the Christian era with nature-wor- 
shiping people who burned a yule 
log at the summer and winter sol- 
stice. At the winter solstice they 
also brought in a boar’s head, and 
the rich threw open their homes 
to rich and poor alike to insure the 
return of the warm and fruitful 
summer. It was a charitable idea, 
but not without a mixture of self- 
concern, which I suppose was all 
right inasmuch as a fruitful sum- 
mer benefited all, and when there 
was a failure of crops everyone 
suffered. 


Here in the south open house 
on Christmas Day usually is just 
what the name implies: a family 
lets it be known they are “at 
home” to their friends and these 
drop in all day or at specified 
hours for an exchange of “Merry 
Christmas” and a bit of refresh- 
ments. The refreshments usually 
center around a hot rum punch, 
the ‘modern version of the wassail 
bowl, or eggnog. Pound cake, 
simple, crisp cookies or fruit cake 
is served with eggnog. Around 
the wassail bowl are placed small 
sandwiches and plates of hors 
d’oeuvres just as at a cocktail par- 
ty or tea.

Give Legs Perfect Shape 
By ‘Nostics,’ Correct Shoes 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


You won’t look for any nylons 


under the Christmas tree this year. 
But if you have been wearing low- 
heel shoes and long enough stock- 
ings for a year or so, you should 
have a better pair of legs to put 
into whatever kind of stockings 
you may get. 


This consolation for the leg-con- 
scious comes from my friend, Mar- 
guerite Benson, of New York city, 
who specializes in leg-normalizing. 
She favors heels that measure two 
inches on the outside and one and 
five-eighths inches on the inside. 
Check? And stockings roomy 
enough to let you wriggle your 
toes freely when you are in a 
standing position. The right foot- 
gear makes for shapelier legs, but 
for the slimming down or filling 
out, normalizing exercise is 
order and it isn’t just a matter of 
legwork, 

“Few women seem to realize it,” 
our expert says, “but the pelvic 
girdle is the connecting link be- 


tween the lower extremities and ' 


the upper part of the body. To 
normalize the shape of the legs, 
you must strengthen and make 
supple the pelvic girdle.” So her 
exercises, which she terms “nas- 
tics,” are aimed at toning the ab- 
dominal muscles and perfecting 
the posture, as well as reshaping 
the legs. 


legs are kept perfectly straight at 
the knees, with foot flexed back 
toward the instep, heels pointed. 
This position compels you to keep 
your hips under you where they 
belong and to pull up with the 
lower abdominal muscles. You'll 
see how it works in these exer- 
cises, given by Miss Benton.

First, sit on the floor with legs 
Straight out in front, feet separat- 
ed, each foot flexed with toes 
drawn toward instep, and arms 
Straight out in front, shoulder- 
level. Hold your hands shoulder- 
level and without bending the 
knee try to raise left foot to touch 
left hand. (The right leg should 
remain straight out on floor.) 
Lower and repeat with other leg. 
Continue slowly for six counts, 
then rest. 

Now, lean backward on floor 
with knees flexed, heels together 
on floor close to hips, feet flexed 
toward instep, arms straight out 
at sides in line with shoulder. 
Keep leaning backward as you 
slowly straighten legs with feet in 
air, and lower legs to floor with 
That’s a tough 
Just keep trying. The ef- 
fort is good exercise. 

Last, lie back on floor with 
arms out on floor at sides, in line 
with shoulders, legs straight down, 
each foot flexed toward instep, 
heels pointed hard. Keeping one 
leg on floor, try to swing other leg 
straight up to right angle with 
trunk, hold, lower. Repeat with 
other leg. 

How soon can you see results? 
That depends on the shape your

Cold Wave in Florida 
Cost $5,000,000 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Dec. 23. 
(P)—A four-day cold wave that 
swept into Florida this week cost 
the nation’s consumers 5,000 car- 
loads of fresh vegetables and state 
growers $5,000,000, the state mar- 
keting bureau reported today. 

“It is estimated that 3,800 car- 
loads of fresh vegétables were 
killed outright and another 1,200 
carloads lost in reduced yields, 
stripping and culling,” said Frank 
H. Scruggs, the bureau’s market- 
ing news specialist. “The effects 
of the severe cold will exist for 45 
to 90 days.” 

The cold wave was at its peak 
December 19 to 22, moving deep 
into the fertile Florida vegetable 
bowl which produces a large por- 
tion of the country’s winter fresh 
food supply.

Luahala Sales 
Rival Coffee 


HILO, Hawaii, Dec.’ 23.—(7)— 
Soldier and sailor money jingled 
so loud in the ears of the Kona 
coast people that they quit their 
coffee fields for the more lucra- 


tive business of weaving luahala 
Christmas presents. That’s when 
the military steepped in. 

If you haven’t heard about lua- 
hala, you will. Thousands of gifts, 
made out of a fiber obtained by 
drying leaves of the luahala tree, 
are being sent to the mainland 
this Christmas by soldiers and 
sailorsi 

Hawaiians always used luahala 
extensively to make mats and 
hats. Now it is being used for 
weaving such a variety of things 
as women’s purses, cigaret cases 
and coasters. And they're selling 
like hot cakes. 


LEFT COFFEE FIELDS 


Luahala weaving is done prin- 
cipally on the Kona coast of Ha- 
waii Island, which normally is 
known as a coffee raising district. 
However, this year, the Kona coast 
people made so much money 
weaving luahala that some began 
to neglect the coffee fields. 

Army and Navy need that cof- 
fee. So officials insisted luahala 
must come second to coffee. The 
growers somewhat reluctantly 
agreed but even then they didn’t 
stop weaving. Now the natives 
tend their coffee fields by day and 
weave luahala most of the night. 

The old-timers shake their heads 
and say the weaving is inferior to 
prewar standards and that the 
prices are twice as high. Still the 
service men buy the stuff. 

Christmas will be celebrated 
here under sentimental difficul- 
ties. There is a lack of Christmas 
trees, a shortage of turkeys. And 
the Hawaiian holly looks more 
like an elderberry. There isn’t any 
mistletoe. 

The presence of soldiers and 
sailors here in greater numbers 
than ever before has complicated 
the Christmas shopping and left 
the Hilo’ post office clerks groggy. 
The post office has the greatest 
volume of incoming packages in 
its history. Army and Navy trucks 
have been waddling through the 
streets of Hawaiian communities 
for weeks with crushing loads of 
packages. 

One of the Christmas difficul- 
ties of the islands is that all music 
is stringed. If you want to hear 
something really queer, just listen 
to an Hawaiian guitar orchestra 
playing “Jingle ee

De Tassigny Flees Nazi Prison, 
Joins De Gaulle in Algiers 


ALGIERS, Dec. 23.—(4)—Gen- 
eral Jean De Lattre De Tassigny, 
commander of the “Iron Division” 
in the Battle of Rethel in France 
in 1940, has arrived in Algiers 
from London after escaping prison 
in Riom, the French Committee 
of National Liberation announced 
today. 

De Tassigny was sentenced to 
ten years for his attempt to organ- 
ize armed resistance to the Nazi 
occupation of southern France in 
November, 1942. The committee 
said he has “placed himself at 
the disposal of General De Gaulle 
to resume the fight.” 

The general escaped from Riom 
on the night of September 2, 1943, 
by sawing the bars of his cell 
window and sliding down the 
prison walls on a rope. Most de- 
tails of his escape to England 
were withheld because people in 
France would be endangered. De 
Tassigny succeeded in eluding a 
cordon of 50 policemen armed 
with machineguns and placed 
around the prison on orders of 
Pierre Laval. 

HIGH POST WAITING 


The detailed manner in which 
the committee’s press section told 
of the. general’s escape and his 
biography lent credence to specu- 
lation that De Tassigny might be 
given a very important post in the 
French war effort. A spokesman 
denied, however, that he would 
succeed General Henri Giraud as 
commander in chief, or become 
War Minister. 

It has been rumored that Giraud 
soon would be elevated to the 
rank of marshal and sent to Wash- 
ington as the French member of 
some sort of inter-Allied -general 
staff, with De Tassigny succeed- 
ing him as commander. The 
spokesman said there was no 
foundation to this report. 
HOLDS MARETH LINE 

The committee’s sketch of De 
Tassigny’s activities immediately 
preceding and following the 1940 
armistice said the general repeat- 
edly attempted to renew the strug- 
gle against the Germans, but re- 
peatedly was frustrated by the 
Vichy overlords. 


On the eve of the French col- 


lapse, he proposed that his divi- 
sion be transferred to England or 
North Africa, but this was turned 
down. He was too successful in 
renovating his unit in new tactics 
after the armistice and was sent 
to Tunisia in September, 1941. In 
December of that year when the 
British Eighth Army forced the 
Axis command to retreat toward 
Tripoli, De Tassigny ordered the 
Mareth line between Libya and 
Tunisia manned and held. In Jan- 
uary, 1942, he was recalled to 
Montpellier. After the Allied 
landings in North Africa that fall, 
he was confident the Germans 
would attempt to take the unoccu- 
pied zone of France. 

De Tassigny prepared to defend 
the Corbieres, a massive mountain 
region, which he was confident 
the French could hold against 
German tanks. Orders were given 
and the general left for his head- 
quarters in the mountains.” The 
Vichy war minister countermanda- 
ed De Tassigny’s orders and stop- 
ped troop movements and sent 
police to arrest the general. He 
was condemned by a Vichy tri- 
bunal on January 9, 1943, and in- 
carcerated at Riom for eight 
months before his escape.
